ANIGHT UNDER THESHADEOF AN OAK 


Shouting the Kapids—Several Speeches at 
Piedmont—A Real Old-Time Barbecue— 
People Line the River's Banks. 


Pirpmont, Ga., July 25.—[{Special.}—Mr. 
Grady and the party of seventy-five accompa- 
nying him, arrived here at 2 o’clock this even- 
ing. Atevery ferry and every landing from 
Anderson dewn the banks were crowded with 
people who bad gathered to greet him. Ap- 
plause went up from every crowd, as the fleet 


of three canopy covered Petersburg boats, 


bearing the party passed. All the way down 
flats of batteaux bearing men, women. and 
children, followed in the wake of the big boat, 
and whenever the Grady party run upon a bar 
or strack on a rock, there were willing hands 
ready to shove them off. Lass night was spent 
at Parks’ ferry, where the party

crowd that few slept. Reaching here at two 
o’clock this afternoon, after an exciting trip

MR. GRADY ADDRESSED THE AUDIENCE, 

He spoke just twenty minutes, and kept the 
audience in the entire time entertained, First 
there were roars of lauglitor, then shouts of 
applause, and then tears could be seen dim: 
ming the eyes and streaming down the cheeks 
of all in the audience. Mr. Grady was at his 
best, and made a splendid impression. He 
was followed by Prof. 11. C. White, Congress- 
man Carlton and Coicnel Larry Gantt in short 
speeches, After the speaking the crowd en-.

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OUTO PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The Platform Adopted and Candidates Nom- 
inated. 

Cincinnati, July 25.—A Zanesville, O., 
special says that the prohibition convention to- 
day made the temporary organization perma- 
nent, with Rev. Dr. C. L. Work, of Ports- 
mouth, for chairman. The committee on cre— 
dentials reports 444 delegates present, only 
two counties not being represented—Auglaise 
and Carroll. The platform adopted begins by 
acknowledging God as the source of all power 
and authority in human government. It pro- 
ceeds io declare in favor of the suppression of 
the liquor trafic. Revenue from trafiic crimi- 
nalin its nature is declared to be contrary to 
the fundamental principles of right. 

The platform also favors woman suffrage; 
denounces stock and grain gambling; favors 
arbitraiion for the settlement of disputes be- 
tween employers and employes; opposes land 
monopoly; favors a non-sectional adjustment 
of the tnrilf, and declares in favor of the en- 
forcement of the Sabbath laws. <A resolution 
was also adopted, not as a partof the platform, 
declaring that the present riotous attitude of 
the liquor clement in the leading city of our 
state, under which a murderous assault has 
already boen made upon a member of our 
party, is but another evidence of the terrible 
and portentous results that follow the compre 
mising and profit-sharing policy maintained 
by the old political parties toward the liquor 
interest. 

NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES. 

Rev. J. B. Helwig, of Springtield, was nom- 
inated for governor on the first ballot. Ho 
made a speech like asermon, saying he knew 
no better way of promotipvg the religion of 
Jesus Christ than by the politics of the prohi-- 
bition party. ‘‘We must put the government,”’ 
he said, ‘‘on the shoulder of Jesus Christ.’”’ 

T. B. Logan, of Stark county, was nomina-— 
ted for lieutenant-governor by acclamation. 
Yor suvreme judge, Gideon T. Stewart, of 
Norwalk; for treasurer, D. M. Trowbridge, of 
Toledo; for attorney-general, E. Jay Pinner, 
of Ashtabula.

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FARMERS ARE RUINED 


By the Terrible Floods in West Virginia 
Appeals for Aid. 
PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 25.—News re- 
ceived today for the first time since the flood 
from West Fork and Henry Fork, gives a sad 
story of wreck and ruin. Every store from 
the head to the mouth of the Forks is gone or 
is ruined. Houses, fences and crops are washed 
away, and several lives were lost. Nota single 
farmer or resident escaped damage. Hun- 
dreds are bankrupt and will have to be 
supported temporarily by the county. The 
commissioners today estimated the loss in 
Lee, Tygart, Slate and Steele counties at half 
amiilion dollars. At Saulsbury not a single 
house or bridge stands on its foundation, and 
many people are in the woods. Help is needed 
atouce. Appeals for aid will be made. 


HIGH WATER IN KANSAS. 


The River at Fredonia Seven Miles Wide— 
Bridges Washed Away. 

Freponta, Kas., July 25.—The water in the 
flooded river bottoms here is rising two inches 
an hour. The river in places is seven miles 
wide and the water twenty feet deep. Heavy 
iron wagon bridges, after standing fifteen 
years. went down last night, leaving only two 
railroad bridges standing in the neighborhood. 
The water is within a quarter of a mile of the 
city. Some families. slow to move, are sur- 
rounded and are being rescued as fast as poss:- 
bie. Nodeathsare reported, although a few 
persons are missing. The ’Frisco, Pacific and 
Santa Fe trains got through to the west and 
north late yesterday, but cannot pass now. 
The on!y way out is to the north across Verdi- 
gris river, nine miles distance, and that river 
is rising three inches an hour. There has been 
no mail for two days and telegraph wires are 
operated with difficulty. The weather indi- 
cates more rain.

He was sentenced to 
twenty years inthe state prison and $1,000 
fino. The sheriff hurried his prisoner away 
from the court as excitement ran high and 
threats of lynching were freely made.

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| A HEAVY FAILURE. 


A PHILADELPHIA DRY GOODS FIRM 
IN TROUBLE. 


LIABILITIES UP IN THE MILLIONS 


Lewis Brothers & Co., Wholesale Dry Goods, 
With Several Branch Stores, Go to the 
Wall—Several Cities Affected, 


PHILADELPHIA, July 25.—Surprise was occa- 
sioned in business circles this morning by the 
announcement that the firm of Lewis Brothers 
and Co., wholesale dry goods dealers, Chestnut 
street. about Second, had made an assignment. 
While the exact amount cannot as yet be ascer- 
tained, it is thought the liabilities of the firm 
will reach nearly $4,000,000. The firm is one 
of the largest in its line of business in the city, 
and perhaps in the country. It has houses in 
niany of the larger cities of the United States, 
notably New York, Chicago, Baltimore and 
Boston. The members of the firm resident in 
this city are George W. Wharton, Joseph W. 
Lewis and Henry Lewis. Mr, Wharton, when 
seen this morning, promptly admitted the 
authenticity of the rumor -that his firm had 
made an assignment. Cornelius W. Bliss, of 
New York, he stated, was assignee. 

“T am unabie,’”’ continued Mr. Wharton, 
‘to place the amount of our liabilities. llow- 
ever, 1 feel convinced they will not be much 
in excess of tho assets.. Of course it is im- 
possible to determine these things until an 
examination of the books has becn made. 
We are now going over our books and will 
probably know more definitely tonight how 
aud where we stand. If we could have had 
cnly two or three days more, I am sure we 
would have been able to tide over our difficul- 
tits, but the Liow fell just at the worst time 
and our only course was to make an assign- 
ment, and this we did this morning.”’ 

WHO THE PARTNERS ARE. 

The pariners of the big dry goods firm are 
Hlonry Lewis, Joseph W. Lewis, Waiter H. 
Lewis, John L. Boardman, George W..Whar- 
ton, John Williamson, George 1B, Duren and 
Grinnell Willis. The New York partners 
went over to Philadelphia to acknowledge the 
assivnment and returned this evening. ‘They 
said they would make a_ statement ina few 
days. Mir. Bliss said that the firm’s statc- 
ment in the last sixty days showed a surplus 
of over $1,000,000 but that was not available 
naw. A large part of it was in accounts 
which they could not collect in::nediately. He 
thought the assets would make a fair showing. 
The liabilities were held by banks and trust 
companies, There wili be a meeting of cred 
ito sin ten days, he said. 

A man tumuiliar with the firm's affairs said 
today that nearly all the banksin New Eng- 
land held the firm’s naper, especially in cities 
where they had mill accounts. The Boston, 
Providence, Hartford, New Ilaven and New 
Dedford banks are reported to hold considera- 
ble paper. The New York banks mentioned 
are the Fourth National, Ninth National, 
Central National, and Central Trust company. 
The Chemical bank held none of their paper 
since January Philadelphia banks are 
the heaviest holders, Seme banks have taken 
tneir paper with reluctanee lately. The firm 
has been extended and overloaded. They 
suffered a severe losson thecdeath of Henry 
Lewis, the founder of the house, who was well 
Known, particularly in Philadelphia. 

ONE OF THE CAUSES. 

It was learned from another source that the 
firm own their store property in Philadelphia, 
and also their stcre building at 86 Worth 
street, New York, which is on leased grounds, 
and which, it is said, were mortgaged a few 
mnonths ago. It is said that one of the canses 
the dohnstown disaster. The 
late Fienry Lewis had a large interest in the 
Cambria lron works there, which 
held, and the loss by tlood depreciated these 
securities. The Johnstown Manufacturing 
company’s Woodvale woelen milis, which con- 
signed their products to Lewis Bros.’ miil, was 
destroyed by the tiood, and the loss was $200,- 


st. 


000. It was controiied bv the Cambria Iron 
company. Walter H. Lewis was a director of 


the New York Life Insurance company. The 
firm’s headquarters are at 238 Chestnut street, 
Philadelphia, the stores in Chicago, Boston 
and New York being branches. The business 
has amounted to as high as £15,000,000 a year. 
Lately it is said to have fallen to $8,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 annually. They claimed their 
capital Was a miljlion and a half and that thev 
mado money every year, Since January 
there has been doubt expressed about their 
financial standing, and in March last the 
Bradstreets took away their capital rating 
and reduced their credit, rating a grade. On 
April 20 the firm made the following state- 
nent to a large financial institution: Assets, 
$5,472,000, consisting of ledger accounts, 
$1,875,000; of manufagtniers’ accounts, 
31.795,000; securities, SSMRCOO; real estate, 
$770,400: bills receivable, $223,000; liabili- 
ties, $4,128,000, of which £3,682,000 was bills 
payable, and 3447,000 loans; net surplus, 
$1,545,000. This was not lookeden as a fa- 
vorable statement by the trade. The firm had 
hard work to make collections. 

The firm was interested in Conshohocken 
worsted mills, which failed. They admitted 
in Mareh last that they would lose $25,000 by 
President George Bullock’s insolvency. For 
over twenty-five years, the firm of Lewis 
Brothers & Co. have been a leading house in 
the dry goods trade. It was founded in Phila- 
delphia in 1852. Tienry Lewis died in 1885, 
leaving a large estate, of which $258,000 was 
invested as capital in the firm; besides, $1,- 
000,000 of his was continued in the business. 

SATISFIED WITH BLISS. 

The selection of Mr. Bliss as assignee was 
received by the street with evident satisfac- 
tion. : 

“It is some consolation to us to know that 
our business goes into the hands of such a 
man as Mr. Bliss,’ said Henry Lewis, Jr., to- 
day, ‘We feel that he has made a sacrifice to 
accept the position, but it will prove highly 
reassuring to our creditors and inspire new 
contidence in us everywhere. All our cred- 
itors will be treated alike and the very best 
wiil be done for all concerned. We are now 
engaged in making an inventory of our assets 
and untill that is completed we will be unable 
to tell just how we stand.”’ 

Mr. Bliss came. over from New York today 
and was engagedin a conference with mem- 
bers of the firm for several hours. Aftera 
brief examination of affairs he is reported to 
have said that with careful management he 
saw noreason why the firm should 1ot pay 
100 cents onthe dollar in the course of time. 
The firm were selling agents for mills as fol- 
lows: Waimsutta mills, Grinnell mills, State 
Cotton company, Manoill company, Forest 
Dale Manufacturing company, Hamlett mills, 
Whitestone mills, Worombo Manutacturing 
company, Schepper [Bros., Samuel Bancroft, 


Woodvale mills, S. Hi. Edes, Hortel 
& Co., | Wauregan mills, Jewett 
City mills, Staterville mils, Oriental 


mills, Vyindham Manufacturing company, J. 
Leavens Sons, Eagle mills, Chester mills,Con- 
shohocken company, Dexter, Richards & Sons, 
United States Bunting company and Dunnell 
Manufacturing company. While there 
some of the firm’s obligations held by a few 
Philadelphia financial institutions, their cred- 
itors are chietly New England and New York 
banks and houses. It is stated that, since tne 
statement of April last,the firm claims to have 
reduced its liabilities to nearly $3,000,000, but, 
it is said that to do so they have usefl their 
astets, and their relative indebtedness remains 
the same, The assets of the firm consists of 
stock on hand, principally from eastern mills, 
advances made to these mills and open ac- 
counts, but their aggregate value has not been 
estimated. 

‘George W. Wharton, a member of the firm, 
was emphatic in the statement that if the firm 
had been given only twoor three days more, 
they would have been able to tide over the 
difticulties. 

‘We will not be able tc ascertain the exact 
amount of liabilitic:,” he said, ‘until we shall 
have me%e a thorough examination of our

embarrassment of Lewis Brothers -made 
through a morning paper came on nine-tenths 
of the New York dry goods worid. as a great 
surprise. Even the employes who work in the 
big warehouses on Worth and Thomas streets 
Knew nothing about the firm’s condition until 
this morning, and little more even then. 
The other tenth of the dry goods world ex- 
pc ssed aosurprise though much regret that the 
pub icannoi g ement of the difficaltics of Lewis 
Brothers should have become necessary. Two 
years ago there was some hitch in this firm's 
business which was afterwards settled up 
without further discussion, but the impression 
remained, and at least one bank has refused to 
discount Lewis Brothers’ paper for some time 
past. Nomemberof the firm was at Worth: 
street warehouse this moning. Neither was 
any of them expected before 2 o’clock, when it 
was expected that an informal meeting wouid 
beheld. The amount ef liabilities is given at 
&4,200,000. The assets are put down by Lewis 

3rothers at $5,500,000 or $618,000 more than 
the liabilities. This ineludes, however, all 
property of the firm such as buildingsin New 


York, Philadelphia and other places. 


IT AFFECTS PROVIDENCE FiRMS. 

Provipencr, R. 1., July 25.—Mills and 
banks here will be involved by the failure of 
the Lewis Brothers to the extent of $609,000. 
The local banks have about $150,000, divided 
among six or eight of them, and the rest is 
emong half a dozen mills, including those at 
Sleter, Mannville and Warregan. The belief 
prevails here that the firm can pay its indebt- 
edness in full if they are given time. None of 
the milis or banks will be ‘seriously embar- 
rassed. 


ARRESTING THE LYNCHERS. 


The Crowd that Put Averiil and a Woman to 
Death Being Run Down. 

Dovucias, Wyo., July 25.—A cowboy named 
Buchanan, who'was a friend of James Averill 
and Ella Watson, who were lynched Monday 
night, and who fired upon the lynchers in 
hopes of preventing the iynching, was himself 
fired upon but escaped to Casper, fifty miles 
away. Here warrants were sworn out for the 
supposed lynchers, and the deputy sheriff left 
With a posse of seven men for the scene of the 
tragedy. Sheriff Watson, after the inquest, 
proceeded to the ranche of Tom Sunn, who 


admitted that he was one of tho lynchers, and- 


readily gave the names of the others. He 
said further that one of the shots fired by Bu- 
chanan at the Jynchers when they were in theo 
act of stringing Averill up struck John Durbin 
in the hip, inflicting a very serious if not 
fatal wound. The wounded man had been 
taken to Sand creek. 

After taking Sunn into custody the party 
next went to the ranche of J. R. Bothwell, 
who also readily admitted that he had assisted 
at the hanging. He told Buchanan and Ilealy 
that they would both go over the range the 
same way if they did not leave the country. 
On being told that he would be taken to Raw- 
lins, he advised the sheriff to take a good look 
at every tree he came to on his way back to 
Casper, for he would be likely to find six or 
eight more cattle rustiers hanging by the 
neck. The two men who furnished these facts 
left the party here and returned to Casper. 
Watson probably had no trouble in arresting 
the remainder of the lynchers. All of the 
men who participated in the lynching are 
among the most prominent stock men in 
Sweetwater valley.

Charged With Several Recent Murders in 
North Carolina. 

CHARLOTTE N. C., July 25.—(Special.J— 
There seems to be a Jack the ripper, in Rock- 
ingham county, who is getting in some pretty 
ugly work at Mizpah switch, about three miles 
south of Reidsville, on the Richmond and 
Danville railroad. “This place was the scene of 
a bad wreck last January, in which twenty 
loaded freight cars were burned, two men 
killed, and several others badly wounded.

These mur- 
ders have been committed at intervals of about 
six weeks. ‘The latest victim was found in the 
creek yesterday. His name was IPcter White 
and he lived in the neighborhood of Mizpah. 
His brains and part of his skull were scattered 
along the railroad at Mizpah.

COVERED WITH MUD. 

His head was crushed as if with an ax. These 
crimes have served to excite citizens tono 
small degree, and extraordinary efforts are 
being made to find the fiend. It is believed 
the same parties who wrecked the train is 
committing the terrible crimes. Bertie Stewart 
and Tillman Howard have been arrested and 
are now in jail, charged with the crime. The

TWENTY-THREE MURDER CASES. 


The Bloody Record of a Few Months in 
Birmingham. 


BirnMINGHAM, Ala., July 25.—[{Special.]— 
Twenty-three murder cases and three rape 
cases, making twenty-six capital cases, are set 
for trial at the present term of the criminal 
court, and the grand jury, now in session, is 
grinding out indictments* for murder at the 
rate of two per day. 

In addition to this these cases there 
are four personsin the county jail who have 
been sentenced to death and have appealed to 
the supreme court. A large number of mur- 
der mysteries have recently been cleared up 
and the guilty parties arrested, and at least 
twenty hangings are expected to take place 
during the next six or eight months. 

About six weeks ago D. A. Pettus, a white 
man, Was robbed and murdered in this city. 
Today Charles Lewis, Isaac and Robert El- 
more, colored, were indicted for the murder. 
A nephew of Isaac Elmore testified that he 
overheard his uncle telling about the crime, 
and give the name of his accomplices. 

The twenty-three murder cases on the docket 
will begin Monday with the trial of Fannie 

sryant, the supposed accomplice of Dick 
Hawes, in the murder of his family.

THE ROYAL GRANT. 


LABOURCHERE’S AMENDMENT IN 
THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


MR. GLADSTONE SPEAKS AGAINST IT 


Saying He Wished to Do Nothing to Detract 
From the PDiguity of the Crown-- 
The Gladstone Golden Wedding. _ 


Lonpon, July 25.—The report of the parlia 
mentary committee on royal grants was called 
up in the house of commons this afternoon. 

Right Honorable W. H. Smith, government 
leader, was questioned as to the amount of the 
queen’s savings. He declined to answer the 
question, and moved thatthe report of the 
committee be adopted, He contended that the 
principles on which the government was act- 
ing had been determined by the compact be- 
tween the crown andthe people. It was not 
the duty of the sovereign to. provide for mem- 
bers of the royal family. 
crown, during the queen’s reign, had ever 
ventured such a suggestion. When the settle— 
ment was made upon the prince of Wales it 
was never contemplated that the prince would 
be called upon to provide for his family out of 
his income. The government could not be- 
lieve that any important section of people 
grudged royazity the moderate provision neces 
sary to maintain. its dignity. if they exam- 
ired the systems of other civilized countries 
they would find that the English system was 
the most economical, giving invaluable sta- 
bility, while obtaining the respect of all 
English-speaking people. 

LABOURCHERE’S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Labouchere moved thg adoption of h’'s 
substitute for the committee's report, declaring 
that the sums civen the royal family are al- 
ready amply suflicient, and thatif further sup- 
plies are needed they ought to be provided 
through retrenchment in expenses of the royal 
household and not by fresh demands upon the 
tax-payers. Ho ridiculed Mr. Smith’s asser- 


‘tion of economy on the English system, calling 


attention to the fact that, while the president 
of the United States receives only $50,000 an- 
nuallv, the queen and her family receive $3,- 
500.000, ile said the time had come to. deal 
finally with grants to royalty. Supporters of 
the aniendment were determined to oppose 
further grants to junior members of the royal 
family. Ue denied that the queen had any 
sort of title to the crown Jands. If there was 
talk about a bargain, his advice to the crown 
would be: take the duchies of Lancaster and 
Cornwall altozether and maintain your family 
and households: 

Lord Rando!ph Churchil—We should make 
the most of the bargain. 

Mr. Labouchere—No, the bargain would be 
a good one. 

Continuing, Mr. Labouchere said that the 
government admitted the large savings of the 
queen from the civil lst. Doubtless these 
savings were well invested. Even if the queen 
had given various sums to her children, 
ENOUGH WAS LEFT TO PROVIDE FOR OTHERS. 

The extreme limit of the nation’s grant 
ought to be the children of the sovereign. - It 
was impossible for the country to submit to 
the burden of an indefinite number of grand- 
children. He did not complain of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s supporting the grant. Tho liberals 
understood Mr. Gladstone’s peculiar and ex- 
ceptional position and were not surprised at 
his action. 

Mr. Labouchere proceeded to explain that a 
reduction of the expenses of the queen’s house- 
hold would produce a sum necessary to provide 
for junior royalties. Ifthe useless offices of 
lord fchamberlain, lord steward, master of 
horse, master of buckhounds, eight lords in 
waiting, eight grooms in Waiting, for equer- 
ries, end anuimber of others were abolished, 
an ample sum would he left far the purpose 
mentioned. ‘Therejare gentiemen{who would be 
giad to do what work these offices entailed for 
nothing—the chamberlain for instance, [langh- 
ter.] He trusted that the house, having re: 
gard for the growing sense of the people that 
these grants ought not to be tolerated, would 
support the amendment. # 

Samuel Storey, member for Sutherland, rad- 
ical, seconded the amendment. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S REMAKKS, 

Mr. Gladstone brieily said he was odverse to 
a!l measures of economy that impaired the 
dignity and splendor ofthe crown. Therefore 
he supported the government. He rejoiced 
that an occasion was given him to testify in his 
old age that he didnot forget the service he 
had borne for many years in connecticn With 
his office as a representative of the crown. 

John Morley attributed the fever that had 
been excited by the question of the royal 
grants to the government’s want of frankness. 
Their original proposals were stupefying, and 
they had withdrawn from an impossible and 
impracticable position in agreeing to the grant 
of £36,000 in order to prevent mischievous 
friction between parliament and the ¢ own. 
He feared that he strained the pledge given by 


him to his electors, but he did = so 
on the understanding that no opening 


would be left for fiiture claims. Moreover, he 
was anxious to avoid parting company with a 
leader to whom he was bound by ties of grati- 
tude and esteem. The extravagant grants of 
former reigns furn'shed no excuse for a repeti- 
tion of them now. He could not support La- 
bouchere, because that gentleman implied 
that the message from the queen ought never 
to have been presented, and he 
(Morley) desired to uphold the good form and 
traditions of parliament, but on Monday he 
would move an amendment raising the wnole 
question in the broadest possible form. 

Sir John Gorst, defending the government, 
contended that there was no actual difference 
in the original and the present proposals. Ile 
complained of the waste of time involved in 
Mr. Morley’s mede of procedure. 

Bradlaugh adjourned the debate.

Mr. and Mre. Gladstone Recetve Congratu- 
lations of Friends. 

Lonpon, July 25.—This was the golden 
wedding day of Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone. The 
queen telegraphed a congratulatory message to 
the distinguished ceupie and the prince and 
princess of Wales and other members of the 
royai famiiy sent lettcrs tothem. The prince 
of Wales also sent a gold inkstand to Mr. 
Gladstone. A unumber of liberal ladies pre- 
sented a portrait of Mr. Gladstone with his 
grandson. The portrait was painted by Millais. 
A large number of other presents were 
received. Mr... Gladstone rose early and 
attended morning service. The family took 
breakfast together at the Hames street resi- 
dence during tho day. Among those who 
called were John Morley, Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt and the Earl of Aberdeen and other 
liberal peers. 

The king of Belgians telegraphed congratu- 
lations to Mr. Gladstone. All liberal clubs 
and associations in the kingdom and many 
unionist bodies as well, sent addresses.

Resolutions Passed by the Body Yesterday—A Gen- 
eral Effort to Be Made to Push Forward Temper- 
auce Work—The New Office:s.

lish the Hquorsaloon in pronibition counties or to 
secure — in places where it does not now 
exist;

n the ficld, lecturers that could be sustained; there-

ail such donations be kept, and each doner be in-« 
formed how this special ‘fund has been disposed of. 

Resolved, that the committee shall, when it has 
completed its work. publish in the city and state va- 
pers the call for aid, and the methods to be adopted 
to sustain a lecturer or lecturers in the 
field, and what is expected will be 
accomplished in this special field work.

Just how successful this movement will 
be remains to be seen. The negro, when 
he is not a politician, is a laborer worthy 
of consideration. He is not always the 
best that can be obtained, nor is he entirely 
trustworthy, but, take him day in and day 
out, he fills a place in farming cconomy 
that he is fitted to fill, and, at his best, he 
has few rivals. 

But Arkansas is full of politics. The re- 
publicans have made a great fuss over the 
deplorable> killing of. John M. Clayton. 
They have made that kiiling a poiitical 
crime, and they have been going about 
over the state stirring up the negrocs un- 
Just at present the feeling be- 
tween the races is intense, and the white 
republicans are engaged in fanning it into 
flaines, with the certain knowledge that, 
in the event of a collision, the whites 
would not materially suffer. 

Negroes who admit that they have voted 
the democratic ticket are unmercifully 
beaten, and Arkansas is just now passing 
through a phase of the race problem that 
most of the other southern states have ex- 
perienced long ago. 

It isa great pity. The only remedy for 
the situation is for Arkansas to Wipe out 
republicanism at the polls. No intelligent 
northern person sympathizes with such re- 
publicanism asis still] rampant in Arkan- 
sas. It is bestial and dangerous, and has 
been outawed by a consensus of public 
opinion. 


Dirt and Babies. 

It is said that some of the fashionable 
mothers at Deer Park, who keep their chil- 
dren in holiday garb from morning till 
night every day during the week, including 
Sundays, have threatened to steal Baby 
McKee, the president’s grandson, ‘‘in or- 
der to give him athorough washing.’”’ To 
the horror of these  high-toned people, 
Baby McKee ‘‘is permitted to go about with 
dirty hands and face, and with soiled 
tlothes.’’ 

The people who object to a healthy baby 
with clean dirt on its face and hands are 
toadies and flunkies. A-child that is not 
permitted to play in the sand and make 
mui pies, and that is not allowed to imbibe 
the tan and stain of sun and soil that ge to 
make a perfectly clean human, is unfor- 
tunate indeed. 

According to an old doctor, who used to 
do a large practice in middle Georgia years 
aco, a baby that is unacquainted with dirt 
always Jacks health and strength. There 
seems to be in the soil certain elements of 
stamina that are notonly a part of baby- 
hood, but that grow into certain qualities 
of manhood and womanhood, just as the 
Jack of these qualities demonstrate either 
hereditary weakness or a woful overplus oi 
care in childhood. 

A little child, left to itself an hour or s0, 
as all children ought to be, instinctively 
seeks whatever clean dirt is to be found in 
the neighborhood; it not only plays in the 
sand, but fills its-hair full, and begrimes 
itself in the most delightful fashion. Only 
whena toddler is thoreughly dirty is it 
ready for the bath, and it is only then that 
the bath is healthful, and from its ablutions 
the youngster emerges rosy, happy and 
geady to cet dirty again. 

There are thousands of unfortunate chil- 
dren in this country that do not know the 
blessings of dirt. “They are pursued by 
two or three timesa 
that is 
worse than aterm of years in the chain- 
gang, where there is at least to be found 
dirt and fresh air. 

Baby McKee is not a very important 
eharacter, but it is to be hoped that he will 
be left alone by the fools who do not de- 
dight in a dirty baby.

On a Stupendous Scale. 

When we hear of great disasters, even in 
distant countries, our sympathies are easily 
excited. e. 

But we make an exception in the case of 
China. Everything in thatstrange land is 
on a scale of such vast magnitude that it be- 
wilders us, and leaves us benumbed and 
hopelessly dazed. We have sent aid to suf- 
ferers in foreign countries time and again, 
but we let the Chinese shift for themselves. 

It is natural. When a calamity is too big 
a thing people are lost in wonder, and their 
sympathetic impulses are paralyzed. 

Last year whena river in China over- 
flowed and drowned half a million people 
We gave way to our astonishment, but that 
was al]. A few months ago when 12,000 
people were drowned in another flood and a 
million more were reported to be starving, 
we shook our heads gravely, and did noth- 
ing. The other day a fire in Lu Chow de- 
stroyed 87,000 houses, burned 1,600 persons, 
and left 170,000 others without shelter, and 
dying at the raté of 100 a day, but hardly 
anything has been said about it in ournews- 
papers. 

And yet we feel an interest in China. We 
send our missionaries there, and have a high 
respect for their peculiar civilization, their 
philosophy and their learning. Recently 


when the Conemaugh disaster touched the | 


great heart of the world we applauded the 
Chinese for their prompt aid, but we never 
think of reciprocating, and We are not going 
to think of it. 

We are not indifferent when we hear of 
the widespread desolation in China. But 
the immensity of these calamities appalls 
us. How can we do anything for a nation 
whose victims and sufferers range from hune 
dreds of thousands to millions whenever 
there is a flood, a famine or a fire? 

Napoleon said of the Chinese; 


| 


‘There 


are too many of them.” It is so in every 
sense. There are too many of them to make 
war against, too many to help, too many to 
sympathize with. Wecan only stand at a 
distance and gaze upon that dense mass of 
swarming millions with no hope of lighten- 
ing their burdens. 

Everything that blesses a people is re- 
duced in Chinatoa minimum; everything 
that blasts and destroys swells to stupendous 
proportions. China for ages to come will be 
too big a concern to feel any outside move- 
ment in the shape of eitheran injury or a 
benefit. 


Education and Culture. 

Speaking of the achievements of Mrs. 
Frances Hodgson Burnett, the Boston 
Transcript says: 

Here is a woman without education in any trained 
sense, without the culture of thought that is 
achieved Ly severe study, with only a very limited 
acquaintance with literature and the great produc- 
tions ofart, and who has no marked. intellectual 
ability; there are none of the positive and logical 
mental causes for meutal production, yet the quali- 
ty of the production far exceeds in flexibility, 
vividness and spontaneity that ofany other Ameri- 

an woman wiitr of fiction. 

Thereupon the New York World remarks 
that ‘‘there is no more absurd assumpticn 
than the preyalent one that education is got 
only by doing a prescribed amount of book 
study.’’ What the World says is true, but 
it does not go far enough. The idea that 
an education can be got only by studying 
books bas warped the mind of many a boy 
and destroyed his usefulness, and the idea 
that what is called culture is equal to genius 
is responsible fora vast amount of medi-— 
ocrity in literature and in other professions. 
, Genius, which is another name for 
marked individuality, is undoubtedly often 
dwarfed and misdirected by the system 
which insists on a prescription of education 
that is intended to level and flatten and 
compress all minds into one educational 
mould, 

The Transcript is wrong, therefore, in its 
estimate of Mrs. Burnett. No matter how 
she received her education and training it 
must be admitted that she has a_ better 
education and a more thorough training 
than any other American writer of fiction, 
if the test of success is worth anything. If 


she were an ignoramus so far as culture is | 


concerned, it would still remain the fact 
that what she has accomplished 1s better 
than the results of any culture that Boston 
can boast, and this can be said with pro- 
found respect for Boston culture in some of 
its highest forms.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


An Allopathic Medical Board. 


Epirors Constirution — Knowing the 
broad liberality of THE CoNSTITUTION and its devo- 
tion to the best interestsof the people of our state 
and the cause of truth aud progress, I ask of you 
agein to grant mea short space in your widely cir- 
culating paper that ] may present the opinions of a 
few of the great and leading intellects of the age on 
the short sighiedness and dargersiof attempts*to reg# 
ulate the practice of medicine by law. 

Professor Thomas H. Huxley, the eminent IEng- 
lish scientist and publicist, in a lecture delivered 
before the British Medical association, said: “A 
large number of people seem to be of the opinion 
that the state is bound to take care of the general 
public and see that it is protected against incompe- 
tent persons and quacks. I donot take this view. 
I think itis mueh more wholesome for the public 
to take care of itseif inthis as im other matters.’’ 

Hon. Wriliam E Gladstone, England’s great states- 
man and liberalist, sald, when the medical board of 
London endeavored to obtain from parliament more 
extensive prerogatives and arbitrary powers to rez- 
ulate the medical profession: ‘‘A man ought to be 
free to select his physician as his blacksmith, for he 
we ely to profit by his choice. The responsibility 
8 his. 

Herbert Spencer, the world renowned writer of 
socialology, ethics, law, progress and many other 
topics modern society bave great interest, saysin 
oue of his great works. “There is an evident incli- 
nation on the part of the medical profession to get 
itselt organized after the fashion of theclergy. * * 
* * Little do the public at large know bow actively 
professional publications are agitating for statc-ap- 
pointed overseors of the public health. * * * The 
intolerance shown by orthodox surgeons and piysi- 
cians towards unordained followers of their calling, 
is to be understood as arising from a desire to defend 
the public avainst quackery. Ignorant people say 
they cannot disiinzguish good treatincnt from bad, 
or skillful advisers from unskiilinl ones; hence 
it is needful that the choice be made for 
them. And, then. following in the track of 
priesthoods, for whose persecutious a similar de- 
fense has alweys been set up, they agitate for more 
stringent regulatfons against unlicensed practition- 
ers, and discant upou the dangers to which men 
are exposed by an unrestricted srstem.”’ 

I proceed to record the opinions of eminent jur- 

ists, Jawvers of eminent legal abilities, on the {m- 
measurable jevaland moral wrong always wrapped 
up in the medical regulating laws ofthe day. The 
following is partof aspeech made by an eminent 
jurist andstatesman of Iowa, Judge C. C. Nourse, of 
Des Moines, against ethe legislature enacting any 
medical law: This is no partof the duty ofthe 
covernment, and the habit of the people to take 
medicine and employ doctors has po. become a crys 
ingevil. Tie people are not running after the doc- 
tors and taking medicine as a passion or an appe- 
tite that tiey cannot control and that needs 
governmental interference. They have intelligence 
enough to distinguish between a quack or @ skill- 
fil man. The theory that they have not has 
originated with the doctors and not with the peo- 
pie.”’ 
The following is part of the charge delivered by 
Judge Waterman of the supreme court of Chicago, 
Iii., in acese appealed from the lower court, 1n- 
volving the arbitrary rulings and injustice of the 
hoard of heaith of tie state, the judge took occa- 
sion to focus his judicial microscope on the powers 
ofthe board of health law and showed how utterly 
at variance are all its workings to civil liberty, 

“Hiow far removed in_its constitution is such a 
tribunal froin a sTaR CHAMBER, the odeam of whose 
decrees lead to revolution in which a king of Eng- 
land wes brought to the seaffold. Such measures, 
violative as they are of the most elementary princi- 
ples for the adminstrauUion oft justice, and dangerous 
as they are to liberty, tind no warrantin the con- 
stitution, It cannot be tolerate that among a tree 
people, aLoard combining within themselves the 
functions of accu or, prosecutor, judze and jury, 
should exercise such power, more especialiv when, 
as under the present law, all fines imposed for vio- 
lation of the act, are to be collected for the Lenefit 
of the board, by whose action itis claimed to be made 
false medical theories have sentenced myriads of 
human beings tu lingering disease and untimely 
eraves. ’ 

Phere isa modical bill before the legislature pray- 
ing,throuch its friends and abettors,to be made a law 
of the state, and so create a state medicine endovw- 
mentandestablishment. The bill is cra‘tily drawn 
up, worded in extremely ambiguous terms, in its 
very vital points, and evidently designed to pro- 
inote and forward the preferments of a medical 
trust c heern. Fectilon 3 grants plenary and arbi- 
trary powers to the board ‘ior the prevention of 
cherlatancy and illegal practice of medicine and 
surgery.” Ju-t what this means is (o be interpreted 
and decided by the board. So we are to have a 
veritab.c despotism. Now, I say, if the people are 
wise enough and competent to select aud elect 
their members of the legislature, they are as com- 
petent to select their physicians and surgeons. 
With the correctness of this proposition, the legis- 
lature is in accord with al! other well-meaning 
and level-headed people. The ball is cunningly 
contrived to deceive and ensnare the unwary. 

In view of the fact that this bill was drafted and 
fruined by the Allopathic Medical society of Geur- 
gin, the members felt themselves in no imminent 
danger of be:ng left when the governor appointed 
the tive members that are to constitute the board. 
This board isto be asself-perpeinating concern. 
This is cunningly coverec up bet plain enongh to 
honest searching eyes, The party first in power 
will continue lo perpetuate itsel; in fact, it will 
virtuallygoe a perpe ual corporation. This board is 
fo have power to make itsown rules, laws, regula- 
tions and coin its own prerogatives, andall the 
ofiicials and the courtsof law of the state are bound 
by the termsof the bill to honor, respect and obey 
iis rulingsand heipto executeits mandates. A 
more monstrous conspiracy to inaugurate and es- 
lubish by law a veritable star chamber despotism in 
a free state, and on a free and inofiensive people, is 
not to be found in the annals of modern times. The 
governor is not acquainted with the wilesand 
craft of doctors, than who no more intolerant 
menecxist toward rival schools and systems. The 
medical profession is aboutas esoierie as anything 
making claim to respectability in these days can pos- 
sibly be. The methods of boards of health. when fully 
discussed by the pu le pre-s, are aiways found as 
objectionable and antayonistie to constitutional 
liberty and liberal principles as men dare goin 
this free land. This preposed medical law not 
only makesitselfa despotic power, but clothes all 
its subordinates—the county medical boards—with 
full power to carry oui the rules and regulations of 
the present board. 

Hiow far will we be in Georgia, removed fro m 
Rus ian-autocracy? 

Theaim of this bill is, manifestly to create s 
powerful medical oligarchy in Georgia! Who darea 
deny this, taking the bill itself for the witness. 

Our present lawis good in all its particulars. It 
cannot be improved only by making three courses 
of instruction, each course lasting five months, and 
a vear @ part, the requisite to graciuation. All men 
who have examined it claim it is the bost law 
extant. But this is its vary imperfection in the eyes 
of certain medical cliqus. Wo want no priveleged 
corporation in Georgia, The people of our state are 
too enlightened to put up with any thing like this 
cunningly devised medical blll proposes to engraft 
on our statute book. . 

Ifthe allopathes really desire an honest, a just 
and equiiable medical law, let them agreetoa 
board composed ot appointments made from each of 
the three leading schools of medicine, in equal 
numbers, and that vacancies shall be filled by 
appointing one of the same school whose place is to 
be filled. 

The trend of public opinion through the United 
Staies and England now, is opposed to medicel 
boards. In Garmany, Austri and France there are 
none—all schools are on a level. One law—the law 
against malpractice—governs all doctors and regu- 
lates the medical profession. The frogress of the 
age is against all opathic nedical boards,

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HERSHAW HOBBLED. 


A COLORED PUBLIC SCHOOL PRIN- 
CIPAL 


Discharged by the Board of Education Be- 
cause He Belittled the People of the 


South. 
Professor L. M. Hershaw is without a job 


today. 

This is the result of action taken by the 
board of education yesterday. It was brought 
about by Colonel W. 5S. Thomson, who called 
the attention of the board to the following ex- 
tract from a report of a recent colorcd mass- 
meeting, which was printed in Tur ConstTi- 
ZTUTION : 

Professor L. M. Hershaw was the next speaker. 
He sized up the crowa by remarking that it should 
Rot be judged by qnantity, but by quality. 

He Jumped on the appropriation for the normal 
School with both feet, alid to ali appearance mashed 
Moutot recognition, The legislature and white 
people gencraily also reeeived a generous slugging, 
and for a time the audience cheered wildly, as they 
imagined they could see the state university at 
Athens flying in pieces in every direction. 

Professor Hersnaw characterized the normal 
schools as ‘‘work shops’ and ‘brick vards.”’ He re- 
ferred to Peier F. Clark, ‘‘a democrat,”’ as visiting 
the Huntsvi:le normal school and returning dis- 
gusted with the wholething. He switched off on to 
the relations of northern people to his race and to 
the southern wh.te people. ‘They don’t want us to 
come in contact with northern people, but don’t 
take the doctrine to themselves. Why, the south-~ 
ern people can’t do anything themselves. The 
north built all the railroads, and only here lately, 
wheu the city council elected a city comptrolier he 
had to take along tripup north to learn how to 
keep Looks. 

‘Then there’s that Chautauguaup yonder. That’s 
another northern idea. But, oh, no! they don’t 
want us tocomein contact with the northerners 
and get their ideas. I wonderif they are jealous, 
and airaid we'll get ahead of them ?”’ 

“A man capable of using such language,’”’ 
said Mr. Thomson, ‘‘is not fit to remain in the 
pay of the city. He would be a firebrand in- 
stead of a conserver of society. In order to get 
rid of a man who would thus belittle the peo- 
ple among whom he lives, I move that the 
election of L. M. Hershaw be reconsidered.’’ 

The motion was seconded by Judge Ham 
mond aud passed. 

BREAKING THE NEWS GENTLY. 

When a reporter reached Hershaw’s house 
last night it was in total darkness. After sev- 
eral ioud knocks a voice inquired who was 
there, and in a few minutes Hershaw himself 
appeared. He had evidently been asleep and 
when first told of the action of the board he 
seemed dazed and confused. He madea 
strong effort tocontrol his feelings and sue- 
ceeded so well that had it not been for the 
nervous twitching of his arms and the way he 
interjaced his tingers, it would have been hard 
to tell that he had just heard bad news. For 
several minutes he sat quite silent, then he 
said: ‘I had not heard of it. It is news to 
me.’ ‘Then, after a moment’s hesitation, he 
went on. 

“IT did not think it was possible to recon- 
sider my election, but had I known it was in 
the power of the board of education to do so, it 
would not have effected my speech at aJ].’’ 

When asked what he thought of the action 
taken hosaid: . 

“T consider the action of the board as an in- 
terference with the rights of freedom of speech, 
It was 4 matter of education on which I was 
speaking,and I being a teacher, had a pre- 
eminent right to discuss that question.” 

“Did you not attack some of the city offi- 
cers ?”’ 

“T did say that the comptro'ler went north 
to learn book-keeping, but Iused the words as 
an illustration that people were mutually ben- 
efitted by contact with eachjother.”’ 

“Will you attempt to reinstate yourself ?’’ 

‘*T will have to take time to consider that. 
My understanding is that the teachers are 
@lected for a year, and can only be discharged 
for incapacity or misbehavior. I don’t consider 
my speccli and my taking part in the meeting 
Was any more misbehavior than it was in the 
superintendent of schools to appear before the 
committee on education in regard to the uni- 
form text book bill.’’ 

“Pid you not make it a race question ?”’ 

“Well, [did in away. But the laws under 
which we live are such that vou can’t discuss 
Bny question without injecting the race issue 
nto it.” 

“What will be the effect of vour discharge ?”’ 

“T think the action of the board is very apt 
to create syinpathy forme with my friends in 
the north. 1 think it will be understood 
throughout the country as- an interference 
with my right to speak. I have never said 
anything against the board of education or 
against What is known as the settled policy of 
the state. I cannot recognize the right of any 
one to bias my mind. I must be al- 
lowed freedom of thought and _ = free- 
dom of speech. During the three vears I have 
been in the public 6 ols I have studied to be 
not only capable but acceptable to the board. 
I feel that [ have nothing to blame my- 
self with. My speech was neither yiolent or 
inflammatory, and therefore I must say I think 
the action of the board very arbitrary.’’ 

OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 

Ap amusing colloquy took place between 
Captain Bray and Mayor Glenn on a proposi- 
tion by thegformer to put up a sign on the 
superintendent’s door. designating the room 
as the oflice of the board of education. Mayor 
Glenn did not want any tin signs put up 
around the building. 

Captain LBray.—'*'We want to make it so 
that people® can locate where the * board 
meets.’ 

Judce Hammond.—‘‘On the same principle, 
the Jegislature should put up a sign onthe 
Capitol reading:

FHE ELECTRIC STREET CAR WIRES) 


Don't Agree With the Telephone Wires, 
and are the Cause of a Kick. 

The Fulton County Street Railway company 
has begun putting up the poles for the suspension of 
the e.ectric wires, 

Yesterday the iron poles were. being placed on 
Broad street, from Marietta to Peachtree. 

The granting ofarightof way to the streetcar 
company on Broad street has created a great deal of 
opposition on the part of the telephone people. 
They claim that the proximity of the wires used by 
the electric railway will seriously injure:their tele- 
phone wires. 

Just what steps will be taken in the matter is not 
known, but it is more than probable that the tele- 
phone people will try to have the route modified. 

PUSHING THE WORK.

THE IMMIGRATION QUESTION.

he Bill for an! minigration Bureau Before 
the Committee. 


Last evening, in the agricultural committee 
room. the immigration commitice held an im por- 
tant meeting. The special order was Mr. Simmons’s 
bill for an immigration bureau, 

Mr. Emile Newman, of Savainah, made an ad- 
dress in favor of the bill. 

Mr, Simmons concluded the argument for his 
bill. It was undoubtedly the finest committee- 
room speech of the session. 

“When they talked about getting up a Sumter 
county exhibit for the Piedmont exposition,’ said 
he, “I thought it was a fodNgh waste of time and 
money. I saw the exhibition }ust before it started 
to Atlanta—the corn, and cotton, and melons, and 
fruits of all kinds, I wasastonished, I had lived 

all my life,and yetl was gstonished to see 


how wonderfully fertile and varied were the re- 
sources of Sumter county. I saw old farmers that 
bad lived in the county over half acentury, Many 
of tnein stared in astonishment, asI had done. It 
taught me a lesson. Now if I bad lived there all 
my life and didn’t know that these things grew 
there, how can we expect outsiders to know what 
we have in Georgia’”’ 

Mr. Simmons referred in striking terms tothe 
importance of immigration es a factor in the solu- 
tion of the negro probviem. 

“The soutb,”’ said he, in conclusion, ‘is land poor 
today. The only way to make those !ands valu 
able—as they were valuable under the old 
regime—isto populatethem. Thatisthe object of 
this bill AThe appropriation asked for will yield 
one hundred per cent in the first year.’’ 

THE OYSTER BILL DEBATE,

SHORTER HOURS. 
The Street Car Drivers liave Their Hours o 
Work Lessened. 


The Union Street Railway company has 
made ancther advance toward the perfection 


of its system. 

Since last Sunday the drivers have been 
working only eight and nine hours, instead of 
sixteen, as heretofore. 

But a corresponding decrease has been made 
in their wages. The decrease in hours, how- 
ever, will enable the men to more than make 
up the difference in pay. 

This is how it works. Heretofore when the 
drivers worked sixteen hours they were paid 
$1.60 per day. But their work was 
so hard, and occasioned the loss. of 
so much. sleep that they could _ not 
work more than five days a week. Under 
the new system each driver, or the larger num- 
ber of them, has a relief, one force going on at 
seven inthe morning and stopping at four in 
the afternoon. ‘The relief goes on at four and 
com off at half-past eleven at night. 

In this way each man only works about nine 
hours a day, and can consequently work more 
days in the week, as he has plenty of time to 
sleep and rest. The drivers who do day work 
get a dollar a day, and those who work at night 
are paid a dojlar and a quarter. 

There are a few who go on at sixin the 
morning and quit at eight in the evening, and 
they get $1.60, 

This system has improved the service on all 
the lines in many ways. The drivers are in 
better condition, and are more attentive to 
their duties. One of the most noticeable im- 
provements is the running of late cars on all 
of the Union lines, instead of two, as hereto- 
fore, and also therunning of earlier schedules. 

Mr. Patterson, the superintendent, has other 
improvements in hand which he will put into 
effect soon. Under his management the 
service has been steadily improving.

Colonel Ruger is now in charge of the build- 
ing of the new Omaha works, which will be 
completed on August Ist, and hg brought with 
him to Atlanta photographs and drawings of 
the works forthe inspection of the Atlanta 
commissioners. Superintendent Richards and 
City Engineer Clayton furnished all the 
data required, and the company will submit a 
proposition, as invited pv the council, as soon 
as the estimates and scales can be drawn. On 
Wednesday the New York men made a visit 
tothe Chattanooga river and selected what 
they thought the most available site for the 
pumping station. LBoth gentlemen expressed 
themselves as highly pleased with their visit 
to Atlanta, and were greatly surprised at the 
growth and energey of the city. 

Colonel Ruger was particularly interested in 
Atlanta and the surrounding country. This 
section possessed a peculiar interest for him. 
He is a brother of General Ruger, who was 
military governor of Georgia, and wiio is still 
remembered by most of the older citizens. 

Colonel Ruger was on General Sherman’s 
staff, and was with him during all of his 
Georgia campaigns. It was he who made the 
naps and topographical surveys for that gen- 
eral, and which are now the property of the 
war department. 

During his recent visit he went over many 
of the old battle—fields about Atianta, and be- 
fore leaving attended the reunion of the Forty- 
second Georgia at Lawrenceviile, in company 
With severai prominent members of that com- 
mand.

THAT NEW BILL. 


THE STATE UNIVERSITY BILL BE- 
FORE THE COMMITTEE. 


Chancellor Boggs and Rev. W. J. Scott Before the 
Committee in Support of the New Education 
Bill—In the Hands of a Sub- Committee. 


The special order for yesterdry was the 
Western and Atlantic lease bil], the substitute 
for Dr. Felton’s bill. 

It was generally conceded that the discussion 
in the house would take up swo or three days 
or more, which would carry it into next week. 
It was therefore agreed yesterday upon motion 
of Mr. Huff, 2 member of the Western and 
Atiantic committce, that the matter be post- 
poned and the bill made the special order for 
next Tuesday. 

A few bills, none of them especially im- 
portant, were read the third time. 

It wasa lazy day in the house. 

THE NEW EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

The committee on appropriations held an 
important meeting yesterday. This was to 
consider the bill proposed by Dr. Felton as a 
substitute for his original higher education 


bill. 

Dr. Boggs, chancellor of the university, was 
before the committee in support of the substi- 
tute bill. He pointed out the need of the uni- 
versity for the increased appronriation. 

“Tnstead,’’ said he, ‘‘of advancing in the mat- 
ter of equipment, the university has been forced 
to retrograde. One professor has been 
retired, and two important, but 
separate and distinct branchesof study were 
united. These studies are’ mathematics and 
civilengineering. The chancellor of the college 
is required,in addition to his pressing executive 
duties, to teach mental philosophy, moral 
philosophy, political science and logic. There 
isno chair of human physiology and hygiene, 
anp surely there is no more important science 
than this. No education is complete without 
~" 

The chancellor referred briefly to the splen- 
did educational opportunities provided for the 
colored people. 

“Youcan look from the windows of this 
magnificent committee room,’’ said he, ‘‘and 
see five colleges founded and = main- 
tained by northern philanthropists for 
the higher education of the negroes. 
Thoge schools represent a capital of $2,000,000 
—property actually worth that much. Since 
the war $16,000,000 has been given by north- 
ern people for this purpose. From the same 
source $400,000 has been given in the south 
towards the cause of education for the whites.’’ 

As to the present condition of the univer- 
sity, Dr. Boggs continued: 

“The finest chemical equipment in the 
southern states, and the most complete, is in 
Athens. There is no better equipped physical 
laboratory in the United States than that 
under the care of Professor Charbonnier at 
the university. 

‘Some of the finest talentfin the southern 
states is engaged in teaching there now. 
Dr. Jones, of the agricultural department, 
Professor Wilcox,ia the department of nedern 
languages, Professor White, in chemistry, and 
Professor Bocock, the newly elected head of 
the department of ancient languages. Where 
in this country will you find men so eminently 
and completely fitted for the positions they 
hold. Professor Barrow, who teaches mathe- 
matics and civil engineering, is known all over 
the southern states. Graduates from his 
school of engineering go straight from college 
into Incrative positions. 

“Halfof this power for good is kept latent 
and locked up for want of apprepriation.”’ 

Atthe conclusion of Dr. Boggs’s remarks 
Nev. W. J. Scott, of Atlanta, was invited to 
address the committee. His talk was an able 
supplementto Dr. Boggs’s plea for the uni- 
versity. 

Following this was an informal discussion 
of the bill by the members of tlie conimittee. 

The status of the commitiece—as shown yes- 
terday—is strongly, if not unanimously, in 
support of the bill. 

One member of the committee said vester- 
day: 
‘| have changed my views materially on 
this matter of an oppropriation to the univer- 
sity. I was opposed to it, but will give my 
vote for it now. I am not: ready vet to say 
that I would vote for this. fuil amount of 
$50,000, These new professorships couid not 
all be supplied during the next year, and the 
objection might be urged wat $50,000 was 
more than they actually needed to start out 
on.” 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, pointed out the 
need for at least two new buildings—a dormi- 
tory and another recitaiion hall. 

‘A three-story brick building,’’. said he, 
‘‘over one hundred feet long, is unoccupied 
because there is no money to repair it. This 
was intended as a dormitory, but is so old now 
and has been repaired so often «that it is econ- 
omy to remove it and build a new 
one at once. The recitation’ hall 
—the brick building now used by Professor 
Morris—would be condemned as unsafe by any 
board of competent building inspectors. It 1s 
entirely too small for the use it is necessarily 
put to,and it is fairly crumbling wiih age. 
Some, if not all, the proposed new professor- 
ships could be putin operation next year. The 
appropriation is none tco large.’’ 

Another member of the committee is from a 
town whero one of the branch coileges is lo- 
cated. 

'‘‘None of the branch colleges,’’ said he. 
‘fare provided for in this appropriation. If one 
was, I should insist that the one in my town 
be. ButIam glaathey are not. Tam giad 
that the university is left unencumbered. 
The branch colleges were an experiment, and 
have been tried long enough to stand on their 
own merit. ltis right that they should coine sep- 
arately now, apart froin the university, aud 
ask for what they think is right. The un- 
iversity appeals now on itsown merit. This 
bill, providing for a new hoard of trustees, ono 
from each congressional district, to be ap- 
pointed by the governor and confirmed by 
the senate, makes the universty emphat- 
ically a state institution. As the matter 
stands now—the university stripped of the 
branch colleves and to be put under a state 
board of trustees—I am strongly in favor of 
this appropriation, and Iam confident thatthe 
house will pass the bill.” 

Other members, who were bitterly opposod 
to the original bill contemplating an increase 
of the branch colleges, are Warmly supporting 
the bill in its present shape.

ters meets with general favor. 

‘‘The present board,’’ stated a member of 
the committee yesterday, ‘‘is comvosed of 
forty-ene members, and that body is unwieldy 
—-too big for business. Some paris of 
the state are not represented on the board, 
while others—especially Atlanta and Savan- 
nah—have more representatives than they 
are justly entitled to, The number tixed in 
the new bill is just about right, and the 
method of selecting them makes the state 
university a state institution.” 

Outside the committee, aS well as init, the 
general sentiment is aligning itself in support 
of the appropriation. The friends of the uni- 
versity are united as they have never been 
since the branch colleges were first suggested, 
and many that have hithertw been counted op- 
ponents of the university are ready to vote now 
for the appropriation.

The Senate. — : 

The senate sat upon the Biair bill yesterday 
in the most summary manner, and the disccm- 
fited advocates of the measure, some of whom 
have not been heard, mournfully attributed its 
untimely fate to Senator Strother’s Trojan 
horse, which is alleged to have broken out of 
the stable in the night time and to have gone 
so far away that his owners were unable to 


bring him in at the proper time. 

Coming nearer home, the most important 
measure introduced was Senator Juiian’s bill 
for the sale of the old capitol] at public outcry 
for cash in front of the building, after sixty 
days advertisement. Colonel Renfroe, the 
postmaster, appeared before the senate coin- 
mittee on public property early in the morning 
and suggested a lease of the old capitol to the 
general government for a postoflice. Ile did 
not name asum, but Senator Julian says it 
appeared that only the ground floor would be 
leased, and that would give poor interest on 
the value of the whole property. The bill for 
its salecomes up before the committe at) 
o’clock this morning. 

Another interesting bill was Senator All- 
good’s for the submission to the people of a 
constitutional amendment striking out of the 
organic law the provision against making new 
counties. Mr. Allgood says many of the 
counties laid ont large when population was 
sparse have outgrown their factlittes for coun- 
ty business and it isa hardship in the larger 
counties for some of the people to go twenty or 
twenty-five milesto a county seat. 

A measure of considerable importance 1s 
Senator Jolinson’s bill increasing the penaity 
for obstructing railroads and attempting to 
wreck trains from ten years toa life sentence 
in the penitentiary. 

President duBignon’s bill shortening the 
time in which motions for new trial may be 
filed is of special interest to lawyers. 


At llo’clock, the special order being the 
discussion on the Blair bill resolution was an- 
nounced.

Ktocke vas Reported at the New York Stock

NEW YORK, July 25.—The stock market was 
weak at the opening today, but soon recovered and 
advanced = stendily throughout. London came

A GENERAL’S WIDOW 
HAS FOLLOWED FER GALLANT HT@S- 
BAND TV THEGRAVE. . 
Death in Atinnta of Mrs. General Doles—A Sketch 
of tLe Li 2 of a Well Known Georgia Lady— 
The Fauera! Yesterday. 


Mrs. George M. Doles is dead. 

“The mother of the Fourth Georgia regi- 
ment’’ has passed beyond the river. 

She died yesterday morning at 1 o‘clock, at 
the residence of her sister, Mrs. N. L. Smith, 
corner of Pine and Luckie streets. 

From the time when, as Miss Sallie M. 
Williams, she becainc the bride of Mr. Doles, 
one of the leading merchants of Milledgeville, 
this most excellent lady was the victim of 
delicate health. Wien Mr. Doles was elected 
captain of the Baldgin Blues and marched to 
the front in 1861, Mrs. Doles was left with her 


adopted daughter at their home in Milledge- 
ville. 

Captain Doles was elected colonel of the 
Fourth Georgia regiment at Norfolk, Va., aud 
began that remarkably brilliant career that 
led up to his being promoted general of the 
brigade at Sharpsburg, when General Lipley 
Was Wounded and had to leave the field. 

After that General Doles won fame and 
favor in the eyes of his people by his bravery 
in every skirmish and battle in which bis bri- 
gade was engaged up to the bloody tragedy of 


Cold Harbor. 

He was getting his men into line for one of 
those brave charges that made his name a by- 
word in camp and field, when the federa! 
sharpshooters made him an especial target. 

He fell mortally wounded and died on the 


field of battle. 

After the war Mrs. Doles, left without any 
property, went bravely to work and with her 
daughter, Miss Minnie, supported herself by 
her own exertions. 

Friends gave her some assistance, and the 
comrades of her husband, who revered the 
memory of theirdead chief as they did the 
cause in which he fell, were always ready to 
Jend her such assistance as they could. 

Yor the last few years her heajth has been 
60 feeb® that she has been compelled to. live 
around among her relatives. 

Miss Minnie Doles died about two years ago, 
and the childless widow of one of Georgia’s 
worthiest sons was left alone Her aged 
mother and widowed sister, Mrs. Smith, have 
cared for her tenderly during her illness, and 
Dr. R. B. Ridley, who was captain of the La- 
Grange Guards, has watched over her as de- 
vosediy as a son could have done. 

Survivors of the Fourth Georgia have called 
on her to offer words of comfort and good cheer. 

Yesterday morning when the news went out 
that she was dead there were many expres- 
sions of sorrow and regret from the lips of the 
veterans wlio have so often cheered tothe echo 
when the smile of the ‘‘Mother of the Regi- 
ment’? shone on them during their reunions 
and seasons of festivety. 

Mrs. Doles was the daughter of Hon. H. J. 
G. Williams, formerly private secretary to 
Governor Josepe E. Brown. She leaves an- 
other sister, Mrs. Morris, wife of Mr. E. 5, 
Motris, of Thomas Kirke & Co., Peachtree 
street merchants.

THE GAUNTLET 1N EANSAS. 


He is, So the Story Goes, Enzaged to a Respectable 
White Girl in Kensis City, and Was 
About to Be Admitted to the Bar—A Kansas 
City Paper’s Story. 


Jere W. Hutchins is home again. 

There is nothiog remarkable !

rather Suddenly.

Hutchins is a respectable colored man and 


his mother lives ou Wheat street, in this city. 
But it appears that Jere pined fora higher 
life in lands where he thought African blood 
was no bar to the progress of aspiring genius.

He first went to Maryville, Tenn., and 
there he made a bad brake, the facts of which 
were reported in Tue Constitution. Cap- 
tain Couch was telegraphed and Detective 
Bedford investigated the case and found that 
Hutchings was a negro. That caused Jere to 
leave Maryville. 

When next heard from, Jere was in Kanses 
City, Missour, living atthe St. James hotel, 
one of the most exclusive in the city, and 
acting the gentleman to the fullest satisfaction 
of himself and some of the people of that city. 

Hit 18 QUITE LIGHT IN COLOR, 

In the course of afew weeks he was intro- 
duced toa young lady, the daughter of one 
of the first families in town; 
and became engaged to her. One of the stip- 
ulations of the engagcment was that he must 
be admitted to the bar before the marriage, 

The Missouri laws are very strict oa that 
poiut, and Hutchins would have had to have 
gone througha very rigid examination before 
being adinitted,and his character and anteced- 
ants would have been thoroughly investigated. 
Iie head become an inmate of the big law firm 
of Gillespie & Co., and was, it is said, on inti- 
mate terms with Judge Gillespie and the 
other members of the tirm.

Dr. Hobbs Makes an Iniformat Talk 
the Eye and Ear. 

Despite the warm weather of yesterday and 
the threatening appearance of the sky last night, a 
good audience was present to hear Dr, Hobbs talk 
about the eye and car. The doctoris a very pleasant 
spoken gentle an, who i: enthusiastic in his prox 
fession, and he entertained his hearers for an hour 
very delightfully. 

‘The poets says the eye is the window of the soul. 
In truth itisthe window of the brain, as no object 
can be seen by the eve, but the impression must 
first be carried tothe brain te produce vision. The 
eyebailis eboutan inch in diameter and never 
varies perceptibly in adults. Indeed, from infancy 
the eye grows but little. The large orsmall eye is 
so only in appearance, owing to its position in the 
socket. The eve is divided into physical and fnne- 
tional parts. ‘ihe former can be imitated by art, 
but the latter Is one of tha wonderful things of lile 
and cannot be imitated,”’ 

The doctor then showed the manner of vision 
with a modelof the eye, illustrating the cau-e of 
near-sightedness, tar-sichtedness, weuxrlness of 
vision, and other abnormal! aflections, 

Ile said that thereare about four hundred diseases 
oftheeye. A few of these were mentioncd aad the 
simpler remedies and processes of healing were 
interestin gly explained. 
ej ‘he exr was then shown in model magnified one 
hundred times, The divisious were clearly ex- 
plained and iiiuStrated by the model 
One cur.ous fact was “stated tha, 
the drum of the white man’s ear is about one and'a 
halfiuches from the exterior, while in the neeroit 
was buta half to three-quart. rs of an ineh, Thus 
the drurb in the negro’s car is always discernible 
with the naked eye, while the same is nottrne of 
the white man’s ear. 

The doctor spoke of the diseases to which the car 
is subject—about one hundred and fifiy to one hun- 
dred aud seventy-five.
